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This application is before the PCT Legal OflSce for consideration of issues arising under

On 21 August 2000, applicants filed international application PCT/EPOO/08126, which 
claimed priority of an earlier Germany application filed 26 August 1999, A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 
01 March 2001. The twenty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States 
expired at midnight on 26 April 2001. 

On 27 April 2001, applicants filed national stage papers in the United StatesV The 
submission included, inter alia, a Transmittal Letter and the basic national fee.
